DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaiser, 
Jr. (U.S. Patent number 4,891,252). Kaiser, Jr. discloses a thermometer equipped so 
as to be placed in the field of vision of the driver, on an element of the front part of the 
body of a vehicle. The thermometer includes a case provided with a display dial, a 
metallic support surrounding this case and mounted on a ball-and-socket joint, and a 
base made of synthetic material. This base may be glued and/or bolted to the hood at 
the front of the vehicle. The case can pivot with respect to the support. The 
thermometer is used to measure and display the temperature outside of an automobile 
(Please see the abstract). 

In reference to claim 1, Kaiser, Jr. discloses a housing for a level measurement 
system (5), said housing comprising; 

(a) an upper section; 

(b) a lower section; 

(c) said upper and said lower sections being coupled together to define an 
enclosure for housing electronic circuitry associated with the level measurement 
system; 
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(d) a reflective coating applied to at least a portion of said upper section wherein 
said reflective coating is effective to reflect solar radiation (This is disclosed in column 2, 
lines 12-13 and in lines 41 through 54). 

In reference to claim 2, the housing as claimed in claim 1 , wherein said reflective 
coaling is applied to the entire surface of said upper section (see the same sections as 
above). 

In reference to claim 3, the housing as claimed in claim 2, wherein said reflective 
coating is applied to at least a portion of the interior surface of the housing (see the 
same sections as above). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaiser, Jr. 

In reference to the type of and/or material comprising the coating, the reference 
is not clear on what is used for the coating. However, official notice is taken that the 
use of metallic films, mirrored finishes, polishing metals, and painting techniques to 
provide a reflective coating are all well established reflective coating techniques and 
would be well known to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention.
